Lunch Seruotts Shodened 


Many students drone through their 
morning classes waiting for the lunch bell 
to ring. This year, lunch was shortened 
to twenty-two minutes with four minutes 
passing time before and after the period. 
Last year, lunch was thirty minutes with 
four minutes before and after the period. 
This year, students barely have time to 
eat after waiting in long lines to get food. 
The average student waits in line for their 
lunch for approximately ten minutes 
every day in one of the three lines. Due 
to the shortened lunch period, students 
have only about twelve minutes to eat 
their food.
